Tke Harlem managemeDt preeented a craok- 
iog good eard yesterday, some of the best horses 
Aow io the west partieipatiog in the varioas 
races. The crowd was as large as asoal and the 
racing th«» best seen at the track in some time. 
Tke coarse was lightning fast and the time was 
excellent thronghont. The Aspirant Stakes, a 
dash of fire forlongs for youngsters, resulted in 
a rousing finish between four of the starters 
and was productive of keen enthusiasm. Magi 
won in a desperate drive by a head from 
Imathion, which beat Nellie Waddell a neck, 
with Janbert lapped on. I 

To a good start Ematbion shot into the lead, I 
foUowed closely by Janbert and Magi. Nellie 
Waddell laid in fourth position here and was 
slow about getting into her full stride. Ema* 
thion eoatloued in the lead as the stretch was 
reached, straightening for home a langth be* 
fore Janbert, with the rest of the field well 
bunched. 

Down the run in Magi and Nellie Waddell 
gradually closed on Emathion and then began 
a strmggJe that aroused the spectators to the 
keenest pitch of excitement. Magi clung to 
Emathion with great gameness and, under a 
vigorous ride, beat him by the shortest of mar* 
gins to the wire. Nellie Waddell finished 
strongly and was probably the bsst of the trio 
as they passed over the line. Janbert fell out 
of the contest at the stretch entry, bnt rallied 
in the last eighth and was knocking on thedojr 
at the end. Sweet Billie was beaten off from 
start to finish. 

Pink Coat at the weights, was generally con- 
ceded to be the best in the third race a handicap 
for three-year-olds and upward at one and one 
eighth miles. Even at that the grand old 
Derby winner of ’98 was as good as 2 to 1 
in the betting at one time. He rewarded 
the confidence placed in him by his numer- 
ous backers by winning in impressive style. 
Gaumore easily went into the lead at the 
start, with Hernando and Scotch Plaid in hot 
pursuit with Pink Coat trailing along in last 
position, but within call going down the back- 
streteh, Canmore increased his lead until by 
the time he had reached the half mile post 
he had the advantage of three lengths over 
Hernando with the rest of the field close up. 
There was little change in these in these posi- 
tions until curving for home, where Canmore 
had enough and Hernando assumed command. 
Along here Dnpee called on Pink Coat and he 
responded with alacrity, closing on the 
leader when about the last eighth post. From 
here to the end he always held Hernando safe, 
winning in an easy gallop by a half length, with 
Hernando a head before Argregor. The last 
named finished strongly and made Hernando 
etreteh himself to the last ounce to capture the 
aeeond position. Scotch Plaid ran well for 
aeven furlongs and then cried '’quits.** Can- 
more quit badly just before turning for home. 

One of the surprises of the day was the de- 
feat of Ben Battle in the fifth race, the gelding 
on kit previous good form appearing to have a 
great chance of winning. Be was the victim of 
an ill judged ride, however, or otherwise he 
might have won. Ck>rmley made too much use 
of him in the first seven furlongs, and when he 
was challenged by Anthracite he had not an 
ounce left to finish with. He led by a big mar- 
gin up to the last eighth, where he began to 
tire and it was an easy matter for Anthracite 
to pass him, winning by a length and a half, 
with Ben Battle five in front of Constellator. 
The last named had enough when seven fur- 
longs had been run. 

The day’s opener went to Louis Easll*s Land- 
eeor, which ran a splendid race, making up 
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much ground from a poor start, and finally pre- 
vailing at the end by a length over Baveosbury, 
he finishing the same distance in front of 
Hermie. Laudseer bore in a great deal on 
Baveosbury on the inside rail in the last hun- 
dred yards, but the interference was hardly 
enough to prevent the latter winning. Hermis 
appeared all over the winner at the last eighth 
post, but sprawled badly in the closing strides. 
Burnett Wallace made up considerable ground 
from a bad beginning and finished a bang-up 
fourth. He bears watching from now on in his 
class. Nat Qoodwln ran well for half a mile 
only. Pullen ran an exceeding bad race. 

The sprint race was taken rather handily by 
If You Dare, which was lucky to get off with a 
running start in an unwieldy field of seventeen. 
Crinkle showed him the way up to the last 
quarter, where he easily assumed command and 
was never afterward in trouble, winning by a 
length and a half from Natural Gas, she a head 
before School for Scandal, on whom John 
Grigsby was lapped. Natural Gas was all out 
at the end and would have lost second p’ace in 
one more stride. School for Scandal finished 
stoutly after meeting with ill luck in the early 
part of the race. John Grigsby closed ground 
from the half-mile post and was knocking on 
the door at the end. Telephone Girl showed 
early speed. 

The second surprise of the day was the victory 
of Banish over Brief in the last race. 
Van Hoorebeke set the pace up to the last quar- 
ter, where he began to tire and Brief jomped 
into the lead. It seemed to be the latter’s race 
when a furlong out, but Banish came with a de- 
termined rush and, although Brief gave him a 
battle for a short space, he finally crossed under 
the wire a neck io front c f her, with Van Boore- 
beke third, a length away. The last named 
hung on longer than usual and is about ready 
to earn a bracket for himself when placed right. 
Chorus Boy ran well for six furlongs and then 
fell away beaten. Leo Newell ran as if short. 

Gormley and Winkfleld were fined |100 each 
by Starter Dwyer for refusing to break in the 
second race

KASTEKN TURy TALK. 

**llnch fault has been fonnd daring the past 
weak at 8aratoga with the riding of certain 
iaakaya. Water Color, J. B. Baggings magnifi- 
atnk three year-old, which showed remarkable 
font when he galloped away with the 810,000 
Mgbtoii Darby, has been a big disappointment 
aA tike Bprings. He has started twice, in the 
SaPRhpga Handicap and in the Trayers Stakes 
Bsitvrday, and yet has failed to mn np to 
l etes. In Saturday’s race Water Color was in- 
eAtepeteatly ridden by Spencer, it is alleged. 
Tfeiis if not the first tiase this year that Spencer 
hna been eocnaed of inoompatence by racegoers, 
'ybk tt ia freely admitted by almost eyery tnrf- 
ikiM of prominence that Spencer, when he wants 
IOi ia the best cider In America. 

' ^It ii generally conceded that he can ride any 
of an animal, that he possesses good jndg- 
knows how to finish and is a general 
aaaoog the other boys. In ylew of this, there- 
lora, it teems odd to hear that Spencer has rid- 
4an a horse improperly— and incidentally some 
IkaaYily backed fayorite. It is a matter of record 
that Spencer this year has ridden more losing 
jbyorij^ than eyer before in his career. It has 
jgattasi to be a saying in the betting rings of 
NMlaniraoks that if Spencer has the mount it ia 
a wise thing for bettors to stay off. It is not 
inferred that Spencer Is dishonest, bnt it is 
meant; probably, that he has deteriorated in 
NhU M R ‘ Jockey and is no longer reliable. 
JKoee Spencer was reioBtated he haa not ridden 
the aaase as the Spencer of old. Boys of no 
^patation at all haye actually outridden the 
aace great Jockey with ease, ao that his friends 
'baye eome to wonder what ails him. The *ice 
maa^ appears to bt hoodooed or is not in proper 
phyeieal condition to stand fche strain,*’ says the 
HawTockSan. 



“In nine cases out of ten long delays at the 
poet are caused by Jockeys who deliberately 
preyent their monnts from breaking with the 
others and in that way help to tire out a 
heayily weighted fayorite. It was Danny 
Maher who was accused of killing Banastar’s 
chances in the 1899 Suburban by such methods, 
and other jockeys haye followed in hie foot- 
steps. It appears to eome turfmen as if there 
should be a more eerions pnnishment for this 
offence than the mere set down of a conple of 
days or a week. There is nothing more exasper- 
ating to b»ttorts who haye backed a top-weight 
fayorite when they see him fnesing about at the 
poet for half an hour or more than that and 
then to hear after defeat that the delay at the 
poet killed him. Often the delays are blamed 
npon the starter, bat ia nine cases oat of ten a 
jockey, who has priyate reasons of hie own, is 
the one responsible. 

“The charge of dishonesty lodged aRainit 
Jockey McGinn by Trainer William Karrick for 
the former’s alleged crooked rides on Lady 
Badoor at Brighton has been dismissed by the 
stewards of the Jockey Glob. It was shown 
that the filly bolted and that the boy was in no 
way to blame. A close examinatim of the 
bookmakers’ sheets disclosed nothing that 
coaid excite snepicion of wrong doing. Kar- 
rick’s charge was nothing if not hasty. Becanse 
the filly’s owners bet $(,000 on her and she was 
nowhere they were natnrally perturbed. Mc- 
Ginn courted an inyestigation and his exonera- 
tion may proye to Karrick that it is well to 
first get the eyidence before making the charge. 

“Water Cure’s perf rmance at Saratoga last 
Monday, when with odds of 30 to 1 against him, 
he finished second to SockK)a in the Saratoga 
Handicap, and incidentally beat a bigb-claes 
field, does not refisct much credit upon bis 
owner, Green B. Morris. Daring the last week 
at Brighton Morris allowed Water Care to take 
part in two races, in each instance the gelding 
being a fayorite, 11 to 10 and 11 to 20 respec* 
tiyely. On both occasions Water Care was dis* 
gracefnlly beaten by horses that did not class 
with him at all. Yet the excase was set forth 
that Water Care was not qnite fit. His remark- 
able change of form, boweyer, when the odds 
were long and jaicy, shows coaclnsiyely that 
whatever was the matter with the gilding at 
Brighton, there was nothing the matter with 
him at ths Springe. 

“The news that Clarence H. Mackey’s noted 
Banastar has resumed work is a source of 
pleasure to those who have always followed 
the noted eon of Farandole— Blessing. It is 
said that Banastar has lately jogged off ssyeral 
miles with an easy stride and that be begias to 
show signs of a recovery of bis old form. 
Banastar was a surprise to the talent whan he 
won the Metropolitan Handicap last spring 
and under the care of trainer Hill, the horse 
may again make the pnblic open its eyes wide 
to the fact that he is by no means a back 
number. 

“Of the Saratoga meeting Starter Fitzgerald 
said while in New York Snoday: ’It has been 
immensely snccessfal. The crowds have been 
large and the racing, especially that on Satur- 
day, has been of a high order of excellence. 
Those who are interested in the Saratoga track 
intend to make many improvements before an- 
other year. The tarns are to be widened, as 
jnst now they are a trifle narrow. Saratoga is 
popular with racegoers and appears to be a fix- 
ture. In the Saratoga Special j >ckey Barns cat 
np BO at the post and delayed the start in such 
an apparently intentional manner that 1 set 
him down for fonr days. One of the stewards 
was at the post with me and he said that Burns’ 
behavior was ontrageons. Goldsmith’s victory 
in this event was very pr polar in view of the 
liberality of Mr. Whitney, the colt’s owner. 
Goldsmith is a splendid animal and a consistent 
performer. There are so many attractive feat- 
ures daring the balance of the meeting that 1 
believe we shall sea soma fine sport.’ ’*
